Secretary Lincoln saw the President 


to day. He said: "I expected to sec a 
very sick man, and did so. 
Our conver- 


sation was of a purely personal charac- 
ter. 
I did not thick it proper to dis- 


turb him with business matters." Dr. 
Boynton says the figures of tbe bulletin 
are* oo higher than they have been for 
weeks. 
At nights the usual febrile rise 


always increases pulse and temperature 
more or less, and when it its height for 
weeks past the pulse has run up to 120. 
I think the President remained station- 
ary to day, no better, no worse. This 
atmosphere is good for him. 
I doubt if 


he would have survived io Washington. 
In my opinion tbe President is suffering 
from the effects of chronic blood poison- 
ing, and has what is known as metas- 
tatie abscess in tbe lower .portion of the 
right lung. This abscess ia not a very 
recent complication, but made ita ap- 
pearance some days before he wan re- 
moved from'Washington. 
He was ex- 


pectorating pus from it prior to his re- 
moval from Washington, and still con- 
tinues to do so. His condition contin- 
ues critical because the state of his 
blood ia such that similar abscesses are 
liable to form either in bis lungs or 
other vital organs. 
There arc good rea- 


sons, however, for hoping such will not 
be the case. 
Another favorable indica- 


tion in bin case is that the febrile rise 
comes on later and does not continue as 
long as heretofore. 


Or. Agnew said this evening that he 


considered tbe President clearly better 
than he was when he (Agnew) left here. 
To sum up, there has been no change 
in the case sinoe yesterday, and the 
probabilities for further trouble from 
impurities of the blood continue, and if 
they suddenly develop it will not be 
surprising.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 14.—A 


disaster occurred at the fair grounds 
this afternoon, resulting in the destruc- 
tion of tbe main hall and all the sur- 
roundings. The fire broke out in the 
west end of the main ball at 4:45 p. m 
At that hour the ball was densely pack 
ed, and at once a panic aeiied upon tbe 
multitude. 
All efforts to quiet (he ex- 


cited and terroF-strioken people were ol 
no avail, and in their confusion robed 
hither and thither, trampling aaoh other 
down, while shrieks, groans and oriel 
filled the air. An immense heavy black 
cloud of smoke came from the burning 
building in vatt volumes, and settled 
like a pall over the grounds, which 
were literally black with a moving mam 
of humanity, estimated at not less than 
20,000 people. A strong wind was 
blowing, and tbe fire spread with won- 
derful rapidity, quickly communicating 
to surrounding buildings. 
In an almost 


incredible short spaee ot time the main 
building, with all itt content*, was an 
unsightly heap of ashes. Tha flames 
leaped across tbe avenue to newspaper 
row, quickly (wallowing np the build 
ings of tbe Time*, Journal and Matt 
the secretary's office, and a number o 
refreshment stands in that vicinity.— 
They next attacked the grand stand, in 
which not less.thin 12,000 people were 
seated at tbe time, watching the races 
Tbe people fled in terror before the ad- 
vancing fire. Many fell and were tram 
pled upon, and a large number maime< 
and mutilated. The confusion was in- 
describable. A panle had seized upon 
tbe vast multitude, and it seemed im- 
possible to quiet their fears. 
There 


were no facilities at band for extin 
guishing tbe fire, and it did not stoj 
until there WM DO more material for i 
to feed upon. The fire departmcn 
went to the grounds, but did not reach 
there in time to be of any service.

had to lay 1,500 .feet ol hose to get any 
water. The money, etc., of the assooi 
ation was saved from tbe secretary' 
office.
